Ajanta, Central India, by General James Edwin Williams of the 
Madras Army in John Company’s service, when in command 
at Khampti, Central India about 1819. It consists of four heads 
in a group under some foliage, from one of the Jatakas or Stories 
of the Former Births of the Buddha, depicted on the plaster 
covering the rock-hewn walls; about 16 in. by 12%in.; framed 
This has been carefully examined and compared with the facsimile 
drawings executed during the nineteenth century, and subsequent 
to the period when this was removed, now stored in the Indian 
Section of the Victoria and Albert Museum. Unfortunately one 
of the large canvasses reproducing the original drawings in Cave 16 
was destroyed by fire, and another badly damaged by the same 
cause, so that the exact spot from which it was taken cannot 
be identified by any corresponding gap in the remaining repro- 
ductions, but it may, with almost certainty, be ascribed as coming 
from Cave 16, from the style, colowing and general character of 
the work of the artist who decorated that cave. In this Cave 
No. 16 is an inscription in the rock to the following effect : “ Gift 
of the Cave to a Community of Buddhist Monks by Varahadeva, 
son of Hastibhoja, who had been minister to Devasena Vakataka,” 
which fixes the date as the latter half of the fifth century, 
according to Vincent H. Smith.

A Fifth Century Fresco taken from one of the Rock Temples of 


Ajanta, Central India, by General James Edwin Williams of the 
Madras Army in John Company’s service, when in command 
at Khampti, Central India about 1819. It consists of four heads 
in a group under some foliage, from one of the Jatakas or Stories 
of the former Births of the Buddha, depicted on the plaster 
covering the rock-hewn walls; about 16 in. by 12% in.; framed 
This has been carefully examined and compared with the facsimile 
drawings executed during the nineteenth century, and subsequent 
to the period when this was removed, now stored in the Indian 
Section of the Victoria and Albert Museum. Unfortunately one 
of the large canvasses reproducing the original drawings in Cave 16 
was destroyed by fire, and another badly damaged by the same 
cause, so that the exact spot from which it was taken cannot 
be identified by any corresponding gap in the remaining repro- 
ductions, but it may, with almost certainty, be ascribed as coming 
from Cave 16, from the style, colouring and general character of 
the work of the artist who decorated that cave. In this Cave 
No. 16 is an inscription in the rock to the following effect : “Gift 
of the Cave to a Community of Buddhist Monks by Varahadeva, 
son of Hastibhoja, who had been minister to Devasena Vakataka,” 
which fixes the date as the latter half of the fifth century, 
according to Vincent H. Smith.
